RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In a restriction requirement dated March 9, 2005, the Examiner required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between 

Group I: Claims 1-12, characterized by the Examiner as drawn to a 
liquid crystal display device with transmission lines, classified in class 345, 
subclass 104; and 

Group II: Claims 13-18, characterized by the Examiner as drawn to 
a method of providing data to a liquid crystal display device, classified in 
class 345, subclass 104. 


The Examiner further required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between the 
following alleged Species: 

Species A: A first embodiment characterized by the Examiner as drawn to a 
liquid crystal display device wherein the plurality of first transmission lines include N 
sets of transmission lines such that an M-th subset of each of the odd-numbered sets of 
the second transmission lines is coupled to an M-th set of the first transmission lines, M 
being an integral between 1 and N. 

Species B: A second embodiment characterized by the Examiner as drawn to a 
liquid crystal display device wherein the plurality of first transmission lines include N 
sets of transmission lines such that an M-th subset of each of the even-numbered sets 
of the second transmission lines is coupled to an (N-M+1)-th set of the first transmission 
lines, M being an integral between 1 and N. 

Species C: A third embodiment characterized by the Examiner as drawn to a 
liquid crystal display device wherein an M-th subset of each of the odd-numbered sets 
of the second transmission lines is coupled to an M-th set of the first transmission lines, 
and an M-th subset of each of the even-numbered sets of the second transmission lines 
is coupled to an (N-M+1)-th set of the first transmission lines, M being an integral 
between 1 and N. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group I, Species C, on which claims 
9-12 are readable, with traverse. 

The Examiner's restriction requirement is improper between Species A, B, and C 
because claims directed to these three species would not recite mutually exclusive 
characteristics. MPEP § 806.04(f). For example, a claim directed to either Species A or 


Species B would not recite a characteristic that would not be recited in a claim directed 
to Species C. Thus, the Examiner's restriction requirement is improper between 
Species A, B, and C.
